The State Department of In- 
dustrial Relations has just put 
out a large attractive brochure 
of 66 pages entitled “Union La- 
bor in California: 1955” full of 
important data on precisely the 
subject indicated in the title. 

The bad news which should 
be rubbed in, contained in this 
brochure, is that only 40% of 
“all nonfarm wage and salary 
workers” employed in Califor- 
nia are members of organized 
labor. That’s an unpalatable 
truth to eat, after all the years 
we've been organizing, or pre- 
tending to organize. 

The brochure points out that 
“the San Francisco-Oakland 
Metropolitan Area, with a long 
history of industralization, is 
more highly unionized th an 
other parts of the State.” Yet

The fact that we’re more ex- 


tensively organized in the BayiRTC here 


Area than in the rest of the 
State, and better organized in 
the State than ‘in the rest of}, 
the U. S., leads to another un- 
palatable truth which should 
be eaten and digested thor- 
oughly. And that unpalatable 
truth is this: because we're 
better organized here, with our 
pitiful little 51% in the Bay 
Area, and our measly 40% in 
the State, we’re prone to be fat 
and comfortable and selfsatis- 
fied, and to think we've 
reached our goal. 

If we were really “organizing 
the unorganized,” we’d never 
dream of spending so much of 
our time raiding each other, 
and in jurisdictional squabbles.

WHY NOT WAKE UP? 

One of the fatal words in the 
brochure is “nonfarm.’’ Those 
of us in the urban trades have 
our little organizations, and go 
plugging along, but we've 
Scarcely touched the farm 


workers. Yet California is one 
of the -ygreatest agricultural 
States in the country. That 
we're so soundly asleep about 
this is another unpalatable 
truth. 


But going back to the non- 
farm occupations, where we 
are the strongest, or the leas| 
weakest, let us say, , consider 
some of the industries where 
weare thought of as the 


strongest. Take the printing 
and publishing industry, and 


the hotel and culinary busi- 
ness: in the brochure we're in 
formed that in these lines of 
work, usually considered so well 
organized, “union members 
equal one-third tg two-thirds 
of employed wage and Salary 
workers.” 

And as for the enormous bus- 
iness of trade, wholesale and 
retail, the verdict is “union 
members equal less than one- 
third of employed wage and 
salary workers.” 

Meanwhile, aware of our in- 
ertia, Big Business plans to bust 
us with “right to scab” laws. 
Why not wake up and go to 
work?

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Trotskyites Make 
Frontal Assault 
On Both Parties 


Labor Action, which calls it- 
self an “independent Socialist 
weekly,” and is the official pub- 
lication of the Independent So- 
cialist League, a Trotskyite 
group, has published a pam- 
phlet-issue on “Labor Politics 
in America: The Case for a La« 
bor Party.” 

The Trotskyite publication 
contends that “the basic fact 
is this: since the organization 
of the majority of the American 


industrial working class, an 
achievement of the last 15 


years, ‘the structure of the na- 
tion’s political party system has 
become utterly obsolete.” ° 

The publication systemati- 
cally denounces both major 
parties, declaring that “the Re- 
publican Party has tradition- 
ally combined a most open con- 
cern for the big monopolies 
with the support of masses of 
independent farmers. Those 
who farm the farm are trapped 
in one party with those who 
farm the farmers . . . Now the 
farmer is becoming restive and 
turns toward labor.” 

Turning to the other major 
party, the publication declares 
roundly that “the Democratic 
Party unites the slave dealers 
of the South with the New 


Dealers of the North. This party]. 


held power for 20 years with 
the support of the democratic 
masses of the cities: workers, 
Negroes, and poor people. Yet, 
in Congress, the party is domi- 
nated by the representatives 
of the Southern planters and 
mill owners who choose its 
top leaders and run its main 
committees.” 

The article analyzing the 
operations of COPE, the, new 
AFLCIO’s Committee for Po- 
litical Education, contends that 


the new political vehicle is 
headed, as it claims previou 
versions were, “toward self- 


Stultification and frustration.” 
The article insists that “one 
gets the impression that a lib- 


eral bléc in Congress is clearly} 


and militantly aligned against 
a reactionary bloc. But all thi: 
is self-delusion. The record 
shows only what was allowed t 


come before Congress for a vote 
The two-party system stacks 
the cards... The men who ar 
elected to Congress are not, 
crusaders chosen by labor t 
give encouragement to the 
fight; they are political time- 
Servers of the old partie 
chosen by bosses and ward 
heelers.” 

The few quotations given 
above illustrate the line fol 


lowed by this group of Trotsky- 
ites in their efforts to ‘@isillu 
sion labor people with the t 
party system. In general, whai 
a labor reader who is alert to 
the various propangandas 
afloat these days gathers from 
reading the Trotskyite paper, 
is that the line is rather differ- 
ent from that in the Commu- 
nist Party. 

The Trotskyites make a di- 
rect assault, one gathers, on 
the way things are done in th¢ 
U. S., instead of sneaking inte 
other groups and operating 
from inside them, and pretend- 
ing to agree with them. On the 
other hand, some pretty strong 
Trotskyite groups have got en- 
trenched in some unions, just 
as they are getting entrenched 
in some Southeast Asia govern- 
ments.—LB

WASHINGTON (AFLCIO) — 
The U. S. Supreme Court in a 
series of cases has upheld union 
positions on picketing, Walsh- 
Healey, bargaining and non- 
Communist affidavits. 

In separate actions the Court 
took these steps: 

1. Rules that a Louisiana 
court overstepped its bounds in 
banning picketing because a 
union was not in compliance 
with Taft-Hartley Act require- 
ments. 
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future. Some of them have certainly done wonderful things 
for organized labor and for the American people in general. 
But we do feel they should wake up. They should face reality 
along with the vast majority of us in the AFL. And Harry 
Truman and the vast majority of the labor people of this 
country have shown that they know what the big and 
emergent reality is. It is the departure of organized labor 
from the holes and corners of peanut politics to the enlarged 
arena of national and global statesmanship.”’

1952: Stevenson vs. Eisenhower 


Page one of this paper dated October 31, 1952 had pic- 
tures of labor's candidates, Adlai Stevenson and John J. 
Sparkman. On the last page there was an 8-column editorial 
headed: “‘Eisenhower Backed by Big Brass, Big Business 
Gang! Go to the Polls Tuesday, Vote for Labor, Adlai!’’ 

Story after story in that issue dwelt on the preparations 
jlabor was making to get out the vote. 

But the next issue, that of November 7, 1952, carried on 
page one this big headline: “New Deal Is Defeated by Old 
Guard,” and told of Adlai saying when he received the bad 
news in Springfield that he felt like quoting Abraham Lin- 
coln of Springfield who said once when he suffered a defeat: 
“T feel like a little boy who stubbed his toe in the dark. He 
was too old to cry and it hurt too much to laugh.” 

For the first time since 1932, when Hoover was defeated 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt, California had gone Republican 
in a Presidential election. 

In the November 14, 1952 issue East Bay Lahor summed 
up the matter editorially, beginning with this statement: 

“Much as we were disappointed by the results of last
